SORRY POSITION. 


London, . Feb. 6. 


The resignation of Mr. 
T. I. Mardy Jones, the La- 
bour M.P. for the Pontypridd 
Division of Glamorgan, was 
explahed in a sensational 
manner this morning when 
the ex-M.P. and his wife ap- 
peared in the dock at 
Marylebone Police Court. 


It fa revealed that Mr. Mardy- 
Jones was yesterday granted a 
Parliamentary: sinecure, (the 
stewardship of the Manor at 
Northsetad) as a means of re- 
tiring gracefully from the House 
of Commony. It is evident now, 
of course, that Mr, Mardy Jones 

“was, to al) intents and purposes, 
to resign. 

Tho charge against Mr, and Mrs. 
Mardy Jones concerned the privi- 
leges) granted to Members of 
Parliaments on Dritish. railways, 
nnd was one of misusing Parlia- 
mentary railway vouchers. 


Plead Guilty. 


Both plended guilty. 

Jt was revealed In evidence, that 
Mrs. Mardy Jones, iff “Decenider 
last, used tickets Issued to her 
husband In Navember in exchange 
for free travel vouchers supplied 
to members of the House of Cam- 
mons Visiting their constituencies. 

Though [t was Mrs, Mardy Jones 
who travelled illegally, ber hus- 
band was the more culpable. 


Defence Plen. 


It was urged by the defence in 
mitigation that the Government 
was pressed at the time of the 
incident,” Mr. Mardy Jones need- 
ed oan important: document at 
Pontypridd, but he was unable to 
pair, and sent his wife the tickets 
to ennble her to secure the needed 
documenta. : 

Counsel said that both Mr: and 
Mrs, Mardy Jones had borne 
exemplary characters. They won 
the Dunmow Filtch ip 1294, a 
prize awarded to married couptes 


who pass through an entire year; 


without a single quarrel or a cross 
word. . 


Both Fined. 


Mr. Mardy Jonea was fined £4 
and his wife, £2. 


The Magistrate expressed dis- 
gust at Mr. Mardy-Jones's conduct 
and learning that he had only his 
Parliamentary salary ordered him 
to pay thirty guinens coats,

BROPHY MISSING. 


FORTY-EIGHT HOURS & 
NO WORD. 


FEAR FOR SAFETY. 


For the second time, after tak- 
ing-off from Shanghai on a flight 
to Manila via Canton, Mr. G. W. 
Brophy, of The L. E. Gale Com- 
pany, is missing and, in view of 
the fact that nothing has been 
heard of him since he left Foo- 
chow at a quarter past nine on 
Thursday morning, very grave 
fears are being entertained for 
his safety. 


He has been missing for over 48 
hours and no information of any 
kind concernig him has been re- 
ceived. 

There enn be no doubt that the 
airman hay descended or crashed 
somewhere along the const and a3 
one cain, in'the absence of news, 
only surmise what might have hap- 
pened, bad weather immediately 
eames to mind, 

ft is also important to note that, 
xu far as is known, Mr. Brophy was 
using a metal propeller which was 
bent in making a forced landing on 
n sandy beach near Foochow, and 
which was straightened for the con- 
tinuance of the flight. 

One time it appeured that the pro- 
peller could not Ye repaired satts- 
factorily but, close on the heels 
of this decision, Came news that un- 
expected success had been achieved 
and that Mr. Brophy had decided to 
continue the flight. ? : : 

The propeller is’one of the most 
delicate and accurately mnde parts 
lof un aeroplane, #9 much so that 
if a wooden. propeller comes into 
contact with a bird when in flight, 
the chances are that the contact 
would be suffictent to smash it. 

There is no information available 

in Hongkong as to what steps are 
beIng taken to locate the missing 


aviator, who was engaged on “blaz-}° 


ing a trail" prior to the opening of 
a commercial air line between 
Shanehai and Manila, but it Is ex- 
pected that a search is now being 
made.

The num- 
ber of deaths so far known is 
upproximately 160, but it is ex- 
pected that some bodies have yet 
to bo recovered from the debris, 
The injured number twelve hund- 
red.

Previous to the British occupa- 
tion of Hongkong, the population 
of ft probably never exceeded at 
any ono time a total 2,000 people 
whether ashore or nflont, but addl- 
tional numbers wore soon attract- 
ed to the new Colony by, the high 
wastes there obtainable.. Many 
of these new-comers were worthy 
labourers and nrtizans but they 
also included a considerable num- 
ber of “the scim of the popula- 
ton of the netghbouring main- 
land.” 

The Gnzetto of the Iith May. 
1841 published, according to Bitel, 
the first figures of the population 
of .Hongkong.: No mention is 
made of non-Chinese but the 
Chinese residents arc given as 
numbering 6,650 composed of 
2.650 villagers and fishermon, 800 
Chinese Uving in) the Bazaar, 
2.000 én craft of various kinds In 
the harbour and 3000 “Inbourera 
from Kowloon,” The population 
of Kowloon Point, whieh was not 
included in these figures, was 
atuted to be 800 Chinese. . 

By March 1842 the population 
was catimated to have grown to 
over 16,000 people of which 12,360 
were Chinese, Though _ little 
businesa was being done in the 
new Colony the Chineas popula- 
tion continued to inerense ant 
renched in April 1344 a total of 
19,000 which now included a 
sprinkling of some 1,000 women 
and children, 

Life Insecure. 

Life was, however, insecure in 
the young Colony and the Govern- 
ment decided that some means 
must be devised for reyculating the 
Chinese pepulation and checking 
the influx inte Hongkong of un- 
desirable clements — from the 
neighbouring miinland, The 
Cavernment alae desired to avoid 
any appearance of promoting class 
legislntion ao that a bill was pass- 
ed by the Logislative Council to 
eatublish ao oregistry of all the 
inhabitants of Hongkong without 
distinetion of nationality or 
status. Nelther the European 
nor the Chinese mercantile com- 
munity were apparently consulted 
in the matter and there was 
naturally great indignation. The 
British residents felt that their 
personal sclf-respect. their 
national honour and the liberty 
of the subject had been trampled 
underfoot; the Chinese made pre- 
parations to desert Hongkont 
en maase and some 3,000 actually 
left. The provisions of the Bill 
were speedily suspended and 
eventually an amended Regiatra- 
tion Ordinance (No. 16 of 1844) 
was substituted for it. This 
Ordinance applied the principle 
of registration only to the lowest. 
elnases and exempted from rogls- 
tration all Civil, Military and 
Naval employees, all members of 
the I¢arned professions, mer- 
chants, shopkeepers, houscholdors, 
tenants of Crown property and 
persona having un income of $500 
a year. The Ordinance came into 
force on tat January, 1846 and 
worked so smoothly that on 
December Bist, 1846 it was pos- 
sible to modify it (No. 7 of 1846) 
sy» ag to provide for a periodical 
census of the whole population. 

Fluctuation. an 

It is not clear, therefore, 
whether the figures given nas the 
population of the Colony in these 
early days represent. the results 
of a census enumeration taken on 
a fixed day or whether they are 
not an estimate‘ based on the 
registration figures for the year 
together with a scparnte enumera- 
tion of the persons exempted from 
registration. Thus the popula- 
tion in 1847 is given as 23,872, 
and In 1848 ng reduced to 21,614. 
In commenting on this, the 
Governor (Sir John Davis) attri- 
buted the decrease not to the 
alleged decay of local. commerce 
but to 1 moro careful registration 
“which, while giving a truer 
account of the actual number, 
relieved the Colony from those 
who hung loose on it and only 
uppHed for registration ticketa to 
make a bad use of them.” 

The Taiping Rebellion had by 
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this time broken out in China and 
Hongkong began te reap. tho 
harvest which has Invariably 
fallen to its. lot. ‘whenover tho 
adjoining districts of Kwangtung 
province are in a disturbed stats 
A flood of omigration. sot in 
towards Hongkong (and Macao); 
some remained but many also 
Passed on to the Straita Sattle- 
ments, to Callfornin and to the 
Wost Indies, The population 
increased rapidly and Chineso 
capital, secking n safe refuge 
from .the clutches of the 
maorauders, commonced to flow 
Into the Colony for Investment. 
Even the proportion .of males to 
females now commenced to 
{mprove as the disturbances drove 
wholo families to seck refuge in 
Hongkong. In 3348 tho popula- 
tion was about 21,600, in 1849 it 
roso to 29,600 and by the yenr 
1863 ft numbered 39,000. In 1848 
one-fifth only wero females but in 
1863 the proportion had increased 
to one-third. 

The ‘disturbances continued for 
some time and the population 
Ineronsed rapidly. Referring to 
the year 1856 the Governor ra- 
ported an increase in the respec- 
tnbility of the Chinese population 
and stated that a better clasa of 
people had now commenced to 
settle In Hongkong. - 

Kowl}oon’s Advent. 

In 1858 tHe population had i{n- 
crenned to 75,503, in 1860 It wns 
about’ 95,000 and the cession of 
Kowloon in 1861 brought the 
population up to 119,821 

After that year, however, the 
population increased more alowly 
and in 1871 it stood at 124.198. 
Government Notification No, 68 of 
the hth May, i871 gives the 
Census Returns of the Population 
of the Colony for 1870-71 and the 
date given as the date of the 
enumeration is 2nd April, 1871. 
[t seems probable, however, that 
these figures represent something 
of a yearly average. 

. A further cenaus was taken 
the night of the ist) December’ 
1872, again on the night of the 
Ath December, 1876, and then we 
come to the regular censuses taken 
in 1881, 1891, 1901, 1911, and 1921 
with Intermediate and partial cen- 
suses taken for special’ purposes in 
1897 and in 1906. 

The Report for the. yvara 1870-71 
{a the first printed Census Report 
that the writer haa been able to 
discover. . 

Many commenta could be made 
on these returns; some are obvious- 
ly estimates only; but they would 
perhaps be of Httle interest now. 
The zZ.736 European and American 
“Fixed Residents” in the 1870-71 
Return wert composed of 863 
British (624 men, 160 women, 102 
Boys and 83 Girls), 1.367 Portu- 
xuese, 170 Germans, 133 Americans, 
60 French and the remainder of 14 
different nationalities. The total 
Europeans and American in the: 
Colony at the time (Le. including 
tho Military and Naval -Establish- 
ments and the ’ Police) was 6,931, 
the total Indians cte. 2,823, the 
total Chinese 116,444, making 
total for the Colony of 124,198. 

The Report for the year 1876 re- 
marks on an increase of the Euro- 
pean and American. Community of 
247, “almost solcly attributable to 
the number of Portuguese who 
have made Hongkong their re- 
sldence alnco the partial destruc- 
tion of Macao by typhoon and Fire 
in 1874.” It ‘also mentions that 
“Yaumati Jn Kowloon haa become 
a new: Town within the last few 
months.”- yo. 

The 1881 Census seems froi'a 
perusal of the Report, and it has 
been taken by others commenting 
on Hongkong census, to have been 
the first “regular” census. It was 
taken on the night of the 3rd April, 
1881, nna disclosed a population, 
exclusive of Military, Naval, Mer- 
cantile Marino, and Police of 
162,868 persons. Including these, 
the total was 160,402. 

The Report of the Census of 1891, 
taken on the 20th May, shows con-

1897 was o partial one only taken 
with the special object of discover- 
ing whether the population had 
been affected in any way by the 
aunitary measures ocensioned by 
the plague of, 1894; the census of 
(901 included. for the first time the 
New Territories which at that time 
had a population of 102,254 persons 
af whom 17,245 lived south of the 
Kowloon range of hilla; the census 
of 1906 was also a partial one only 
and did not Include the N. T, north 
of the hills. There does not seem 
to haye been any particular reason 
for this census; the intention may 
have been the worthy ono of having 
in future interéensal periods of & 
years only in place of ten; if that 
were so, the advent of the war no 
doubt suppressed the iden fn 1916. 
The suggestion for a census-in 1926 
was considered but not procecded 
with. . 

Going back, however, to 1911, w 
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find that the census was then on a 
much more ambitious seale than 
ever before; full particulars were 
for Hongkong 
nlso for the in- 
habitants of the New Territorica

The problem of putting up more 
electric trafic signs in the central 
district came up for discussion at 
yesterday's monthly meoting of the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merce, presided over by Mr. Li 
Yick-ul. ; 


Tho Seeretary, Mr, Chan Heung- 
pak, informed the meetino that o 
letter had been received: from tho 
Inspector General of Police on tho 
matter. 


The letter stated that u new 
traffic light haa been put up as an 
experiment at the corner of Jnck- 
son Road and Des Vaux Road Cen- 
tral, which has resulted in consider- 
able improvement fn the handling 
of (rae at this particular point, 
na- ft does away with hand signals 
which are not satisfactory. But, 
owing to financial stringency, no 
additional lights'have been upproved 
in the Estimates for 1931, and it 
has- therefore occurred to the 
Police authorities that some public 
body, or a number of public bodics 
acting together, might be rendy to 
this signal to the com- 
The aignal will cost £70, 
which at the present exchange rate, 
will be somewhere in the neish- 
bourhood of $1,100 or $1,500. Theo 
signal {8 no doubt expensive but. it 
has proved Ita valuc in many parts 
ef the world, and is visible from 
‘auch further off than any of the 
locally made and very much cheaper 
alenals, : 


The letter enquired whether the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merce would be prepared to can- 
tribute towards the cost of ercct- 
ing this experimental signal, rather 
than that it should be sent to 
Shanghal or some other Port. The 
Secretary of the Chamber was ask- 
ed to let the Police know whether 
the -nbove —propogal was likely to 
meet with approval and If so to 
what extent, . 

Many Precedents. 


The letter added that in this 
connexion it haw been the practice 
in other cities, New York in parti- 
cular, for public bodies to present 
such slgnalr to the City, the most 
notable instance being the .beauti- 
ful. traffic Hights in Fifth Avenue 
which were presented by the Fifth 
Avenue Association. Possibly 
various Associations in Hongkong 
would be rendy to follow the ex- 
ample set by public bodies tn other 
cities, concluded the Ictter. The 
Police have sent similar communica- 
tions to the Sceretary of the Hong- 
kong General Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Hon. Secretary of 
ae Hongkong Automobile Associn- 
tion. 


The Chairman, Mr. Li, informed 
those attending that the Chamber 
would be quite willing to assiat the 
authorities by way of improving 
the means of communication in this 
Colony and would take the first 
opportunity of talking over the. 
matter with the Secretary of the 
General Chamber of Commerce to 
see what action they would take. 
The question’ of opening a .sub- 
scription ‘by ‘the Chinese Chamber 
would then be discussed by the 
Lixecutive Committee. 


Other Business, . 


Letters from Chinese firms: eeek- 
ing the Chamber's advice on busi- 
ness disputes and letters from for- 
cign firma for business connexions 
in this Colony were read out by the 
Seerotary. 


Mr. Li Yick-muj informed the 
.mecting that his term of office as 
Chairman would terminate: at tho 
end of the current ‘month, and ho 
thanked all concerned for their 
guldance and support for the past 
two years he had been Chairman of 
the Chamber. The election of a 
new’ Chairman will take place in 
the course of the next few weeks.

LEADER. -

The-doath is announced of the 
Pandit Motilal Nehru.—Reuter, 

: . A Long Decline. . 7 
London, Feb, 6, 

Motilal Nohru was sentenced at 

Allahabad on July 1 to six months’ 
nnprisonment on a charge. of 
membership of an unlawful as- 
sembly. Ho was sceretly released 
on Soptember 8 on account of Ill- 
health. He was then spitting 
blood and losing weight,. He was 
unable to take over the presidency 
of the Congress Committee an he 
waa compelled to rest. -- 
" He visited Calcutta to consult 
doctors, and returned to Allaha- 
bad, where Gandhi found _ him 
very HL Gandh! accompanied him 
to Lucknow on February 4, where 
he had been ordered for  treat- 
ment.—Reuter, Z 

The Pandit Motilat Nehru, one 
of the Swarajist Jeaders, was 
born {n the United Provinces in 
May, 1861. He adopted a legal 
career and became a leading 
lawyer with a very largo practice. 
a wealthy man who lived up to 
his income and Jed a refined and 
almost luxurious Ife on European 
lines. Nehru was one of Gandhi's 
earliest converts to non-co-opera- 
tian and almost the only prominent 
barrister to sacrifice na lucrative 
connexion for the national cause. 
Tt is said that his son Jowarlal 
Nehru waa the firat to come under 
Gandhi's influence. When the son 
adopted the almple Ife, his con- 
version made a convert of his 
father in 1920. 

Nehru, who was a membor of 
the Indian Legislative Assembly 
nnd also of the United Provinces 
Legislative Council, was promin- 
ent in the Swarajist or Home 
Rule party. .In 1919 he founded 
the Independent and In the same 
Year presided over the Indlan 
National Congress at Amritsar 
which, ° while condemning the 
excesses of the Punjab rioters {n 
April, demanded the recall of 
the Viceroy and the impeachment 
of Sir M. O'Dwyer ‘for his re 
Preasive measures, notably the 
Amritsar affair, Nehru’r political 
agitation led to his being im- 
prisoned for six months in 1921-2, 

During the past ten years 
Nehru wns one of the Nationalist 
leadera agitating figainst. the 
British Government, and refused, 
with others to take part in the 
Indian Round Table Conference,

ple want to know about flying dur- 
ing 1931 is tho probable progress 
that will be made in speed... The 
Schnelder Trophy race, which 
should be flown .{n September in 
British waters, wil} show -how far 
constructors have advanced’ since 
1929. . ? 

- It was then won at the average 
of 328% miles an hour. This, it 
will be remembered, is not a freak 
speed over a short, atraight course, 
but the average of sustained flying 
over a course more than 200 miles 
long and containing some 28 sharp 
corners, 

This year tho race, if it takes 
place under normal conditions, will 
probably bo won at more than 350 
miles an hour, The speed record, 
which is made over a 3 kilometres 
straight course, js now 857.7 miles 
an hour. Before the end of 1931 
{t will be more than 400 miles an 
hour; a respectable speed, but by 
no means terminal. :

“At the time of the last Schneider 
Trophy race, just after it had been 
won nt a speed which astonished 
the world, I spoke to Mr, Mitchell 
and Mr. Folland, the two British 
designers who have been respon- 
sble for a series of the fastest man- 
carrying craft of any kind ever pro- 
duced. They both told mo that they 
were dissatisfied with the results 
and, when asked the renson, they 
said that it was simply that their 
aircraft were hot nearly fast 
enough. They could see, with the ex- 
perience of the race behind them, 
many ways in which their machines 
could be Improved. The curve of 
progress has not yet begun to fall 
off in flying, 

We shall not only go fastor in 
1931 but we shall alao go farther. 
The distance record non-stop is now 
4,912 miles, By the end of the 
year {t will .bo more than 6,000 
miles. We shall olao go higher. But 
in the attainment of great height4 
there hag lately been a lack of en- 
thusiasm which may be attributed 
to the belicf that, at the moment, 
speed and distance are of greater 
valuc. When, for some reason, wa 
desire to go above 43,000ft., which 
is the present record, wo shall do 
so, But there are other things of 
more immediate importance, 

Progress will also be made in 
economy; but when considering 
economy it is as well to decide at 
once whether it is economy in timc 
or in money that'is desired. — If 
reduction in the monetary cost, of 
travel is the aim then alrcraft can- 
not give It, But the barge and 
the ‘bath-chair can.

NEW TYPES OF 
CRUISERS. 


“RETURN TO SANITY IN 
i. DESIGN” — 


“Jane's Fighting: Ships,” pub- 
Nshed by Messrs, Sampson Low, 
Marston, and Co. (£2 22.), contains 
the usual comprehensive review of 
the Fleets of the world and detalls 
of the progrce made in marine cn- 
gineering, 

This year the crulsers claim chief 
attention. 

In the British section, the more 
arresting particulars deal with 
H.M.S. York, Exeter, and Leander. 
York marks the first attempt of one 
of the Treaty Powers to break uway 
from the 10,000-ton type of cruiser. 
To save 1,600 tons, two Sin. guns 
ure sacrificed, the speed and protec:

class, Designed by Sir William 
Berry, the ship was completed Inst 
June. :

BEFORE SUPREME COURT - 
AT PARIS, 


Paris, Jan, 11, 
Great fnterest {8 being taken in 
the approuching declsion of the 
Supreme Court of Appeal on the 
dispute between the town of 
Tokyo and Fronch sharcholders

The French case, which is act 
out at great. Jength by the “Am} 
du Pcuple," ia based on an article 
of the law of 1928, stabilising the. 
france at 124 to the £. This states 
that “the new definition of the 
frane Is not applicable to interna- 


.ttonal payments whose value has 


been atipulnted in gold frnnes.” 
At the time of the passing of the 
law both the Mintater of Finaneo 
and the Prime Minister (then M. 
Poincare) emphasised the point 
that the devalorisation of the franc 
did not affect any international 
contracts concluded on n° -yold 
basis, 

This stipulation has been re- 
cogniaed as just by the Interna- 
tonal Court of the Hague, which, 
according to the “Am du Peuple,” 
declared that France was perfectly 
justified in her right to exclude 
foreign debtora fom the benefit of 
the devalorisation. This point of 
view was alao upheld by  judg- 
Ments given at Buenos Aires, 
Alexandria und Geneva, It is be- 
ing asked, therefore, why Tokyo 
should expect diferent treatment. 

The lonn in question was issued 
in 1912, the French share being 
£4,000,000 of a total of £9,176,000.

Ut {iy planned to increase atheist 
publications above all in German, 
French, and English, to organise 
anti-religious exhibitions, and to 
publish) | an encyclopagdia of 
Marxist atheigym in several, lan- 
xuages.

According to the new Five Year 
Vian of the Union of the Godless 
for netivity, inside Sovict Russia, 
all churches are to be closed at the 
end of 1934, There are now 18 
sominaries for athelst propagan- 
dist in Russia, and 10,000 atheist 
instructora are working in the 
Army tnd Navy.

INQUEST STORY OF MAN'S 
PREJUDICE: 


NURSES AS “PUPPETS.” 


An extraordinary story of a man!) 


who preferred death to seeing al 
doctor thought nureca “puppeta” 
and regarded health institutions as 
places of exporiment rathor than 
of cure, was told at an inquest at 
Croydon. ‘ 
The man on ‘whom the inquest 
was held was Francls James Cross- 
ley, aged 73, of Vollards Hill North, 
Norbury, a retired maker of en- 
aineering models, who dicd at his 
homo at midnight on December 17, 
Clarence William Crossley, 
brother sald that on December 10 
his brother fell and lost the use of 
his left arm and left Ieg. For a 
week they made him as comfort- 
able as possible on the floor of the 
kitehen, and then he was carried 
to a couch in another room. ‘ 
‘explaining why a doctor was not 
called he sald chat his brother 
generally trented himself homoco- 
pathically and had said he would 
sooner die than allow a doctor 
near him. 
Tho Coroner: Did you not think 
it would be better to have one? 
“No” was the reply, “My 
brother did not believe in doctora 
and I don’t. A doctor would have 
been called in had my brother asked, 
but fn that case I should have had 
doubts sbout my brother's mind.” 


“Decorated Puppets.” 


“Would it not” asked the Coroner, 
“have been better had a nurse been 
provided?” 

“Well,” said the witness, “my 
brother abominated nursea as much 
as doctors, and would have refused 
one.

’ EXPLAINED. 


DR. CRILE DESCRIBES, 
HIS. EXPERIMENTS, 


Reports from Cleveland that Dr. 
George W. Crile had created Ilfe in 
a test tube were explained by that 
scientist addressing the’ American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. : : 

Dr. Crile declared that researches 
had been undertaken in quest of a 
physical principle to account for 
the conversion of normal cells into 
cancer cells, or celle the energy of

Working on the principle that a 
fertilised egg contained clements 
electrically both positive and noga- 
tive, he argued that if substances 
forming a living cell were combin- 
ed properly in electrical solution 
they would organise themselves into

Dr. Crile took various cells 
separating their fate, proteins, and 
acids, and then tried to reunite 
them in an electrolyte solution.

“SEE THEIR ERRORS.” 


The {uminated sporting car- 
tridge, technically’ known as the 
“tracer,” js the Inteat British pro- 
duct rolating to the science of 
ballistics. . 

The “tracer” ‘cartridge is not 
new to Sorvico ammunition, It was 
Introduced during the European 
War, and used by the Royal Air 
Force, and by riflemen and ma- 
chine gunnors,, There wore also, 
of .course, flaming shells—A.Z. 
shells, In tho base of the bullet 
was a phosphorescent’ composition 
which waa ignited by propellent 
gases, It-wos the use madd of 
this illuminating device, in peace, 
which originated the idea to its 
use for sporting guns. : 

Tho behaviour of the pellets in 
n shot gun charge could not be 
quite’ so onelly demonstrated as in 
n Service bullet, but the difficul- 
ties have been overcome, and 
sportsmen may now sce their 
errors and be better ablo to cor- 
rect them. 


The new cartridge carrics in tho | 


centre of a shot charge 1 small 
tracer pellet, which is ignited by 
tho discharge of the powdar 
charge, and burns brightly for a 
distance of 76 yards from the 
muzzle of the gun. The {Humina- 
ted pellet travels that range, 
more or lens, in the middlclaf the 
cone of. pellets. Hence the atar 
pellet has traced out the trajec- 
tory of the charge. : 

The use of this tracer pellet In 
actual game shooting is, of course, 
not to be suggested. In shooting 
achools and with clay birds, it 
may be really useful. :

Mr. Clynes, describing his ad- 
venture to a New-CGhroniclo re- 
presentative last night,« said: “I 
was Motoring to_ Brighton with my 
wife and sister, Mra, Parker.’ Wo 
were, I think, somewhere on tho 
London side of Crawley, where the 
mist wan quite thick, when tha 
accident occurred, 


“Just as my chauffeur was paos- 
sing a small car a lorry appearcd 
through the mist, travelling  to- 
wards us, My chauffeur was 
forced to edge in towards the near 
ride of the road, and there was 
apparently a very alight collision 
between us and the amall car. 


“It wos so slight that no one in 
my car renlised that a collision 
occurred, and, we went on.

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BRITISH SHIPS BANNED 


* EFFECT OF POLISH 
DECREE, 


: Warsaw, Doe. 22. 

It Is probable that the agencies 
of foreign steamship companies fn 
Poland will have to close if the re- 
cont Polish deereo compelling Polish 
omixrants to travel direct from the - 
Polish port of Gdynin or from 
Danzig to North or South America 
as from Jonunry 1 Js put into effect. 

The deerce has been designed to 
make it impossible for foreign 
steamship companies to competo, 
and to assist the port-of Gdynia 
and the ‘Polish State Steamship. 
Company, the Gdynin-Americn line. 

This line - owns four steamers 
formerly sailing under the Rusajan 
flag, but owned -by Danish capital. 
Theso steamers have been sailing, 
in the past without a full comple- 
ment of passengers. 

Foreign shipping lines complain 
that the Government has always 
harassed them. Some time ago an 
emigrntion syndicate was eatablish- 
ed in Warsaw under tho Ministry 
of Public Health Foreign steam- 
ahip lines have been prevented from * 
advertising and thefr function has 
been limited to Informing intending 
emigrants of the date of sailing. 

The thin end of the wedge came 
in 1926 when emigrants wero for- 
bidden’ to travel vin Cherbourg, a 
measure detigned 79 Increase traffic 
‘on the Polish States Railways. Tho 
Red Star, White Star, ond-Cunard 
lines have between them carried 
ubout 30,000 emigrants a year to 
America. 

If the new decree is enforced TI 
underatand that this traffic will be 
tranaferred entirels to the Gdynla- 
Americn line and the Danzig-° 
‘America line, the only two lines 
plying directly between America. 
and Polish ports. The emigrant 
trafiic ix 80 per cent. of the passen- 
ver trafic between Poland and the 
American ports. 

Other lines which will be affect. | 
ted by the decree are the Anylo- * 
Raltic and the Polish-British stenm- 
ahip companies which both convey 
dairy produce and emigrants a8 far 
as English ports. As emigrants 
will now be compelled to ship direct” 
the freights for dairy produce will 
be affected. The Polish Govern- 
ment ia itself part owner in the | 
Polish-British ateamship company, 

Representations are being made 
to postpone the enforcement of the 
decree for a yenr at lenat. 

It is understood that the British 
Government has made official repre. 
sentations to the Polish Govern- 
ment at Warsaw with a view to ob- 
taining some modification of the 
decree on the plea of undue dis- 
crimination, :

Canton, Feb. 6. 


Colonel Tong Fel, of the Srd In-

ing them up on the 8rd. Under 
pressure, the bandits were com- 
pellod to yield ground and retrest- 
ed to Yonkow ond Mul-foh-hu, 
whore they attompted to make a 
stand. 


Tho troops launched 4 fierce at- 
tack on the outlaws, who offer- 
ed stubborn rosistance. Many 
charges were made by the regul- 
ars, and after a five hour battle, 
several hundred bandits, includ- 
ing one bandit colonel and two 
majora, were ‘killed, In addition, 
a machine-gun, two field pieces 
and hundreds of rifles were cap- 
tured. by the Government troops, 
who howover, suffered 100 casual- 
ties, in viow of the severe engage- 
ment.

: Tokyo, Feb, 6. 

Pandemonium haa reigned in the 
Diet during the Inat few days as 
a result-of a slip of the tonguo on 
the part of Baron Shidehara. 
ing jnterpellations at the Budget 
Committees meeting. on Tucsday 
evening, the Foreign Minister as- 
serted that the fact that the Lon- 
don Naval Treaty was ratified was 
clear evidence that it will not en- 
danger national defence'na had been 
implied. é 

The Seiyukai regard the reply as 
an attempt to place the respon- 
aibility on the shoulders of the Em- 
peror and accuse Baron Shidehara 
of ‘eae mafeate. They demand a 
retraction and xpology and even the 
resignation of the whole cabinet. 

The Seiyukaf continue to press 
thejr demands which last night 
necessitated the presence of the 
police in the Committee Reom for 
the protection of Baron Shidehara’a 
person, The presence: of — the 
policemen added fuel to the fire and 
the Selyukai formally protested 
againat it.

Meanwhile, the proletarians have 
issucd a manifesto demanding that 
the masses strive to replace the pre- 
sent par “with parties which 
have the tray interests of the people 
at heart.”

EXPERT'S VIEW. 


Mr. RJ H. Wilkinson, Genern! 
Manager of the Bradford Tram- 
waya, hns predicted that there will 
be no more trams jn England in 
ten years. There are no tramcara 
in Wolverhampton, but there fa a 
system oof — trackleas’ trolley 
omnibuses that Ja the envy of 
Munteipalities everwhere, . 


Twenty-five years + ago the 
Wolverhampton Corporation Tram- 
ways ran a motor omnibus, and in 
placing into service the first 
pneuniatic tyred six-wheeled 
trolley omnibus in the World, the 
town maintained its reputation for 
transport enterprise. The Tran- 
sport Committee -to-~day> operates 
the largest fleet of trolley buses in 
England, and thé Mayor of 
Wolverhampton-—Councejllor Allan 
Davies, who fs Chairman of the 
Transport Committce—says that 
Municipalities throughout the 
country and indeed throughout the 
world who are thinking of replne- 
ing their tramways have sent 
Deputations to Wolverhampton to 
examine and report onthe new 
tyne of Guy trolley bua which is 
standardised in Wolverhampton. 


The Mayor says, “The operat- 
ing: costa of trolley omnibuses are 
less than those of petrol omnibues. 
Last year’r (1929) accounts show 
a reduction of 2d, # mile in fayour 
of the trackless trolley. During 
the first complete year sinee the 
inaguration of trolley buses the 
trolley vehicles carried 23,176,998 
passengers and the omnibuses 
16,522,399, the gross profit on 
trolley vehicles being £75,271, and 
on omnibuses £26,236, n total of 
£101,508, which is a good return 
on the outstanding capital account 
of £366,000." 


Mr. Owen _ Silvers, General 
Manager and Engineer, says, “It 
was found that we could scrap the 
tramway track und) pay a sub- 
stantial amount towards the re- 
construction of the road and in- 
stitute a system of trolley buses 
for about half the cost of laying 
a double tramway track,

That the = railway companies 
should work more closely with 
road, canal, and sea tranaport, 
and that these services should be 
co-ordinated in every — way 
possible: . . 

That in the provinces and the 
suburbs of London trackless trum- 
‘way-cars or ommnibusea should, 
where posaible, be substituted for 
the old-fashioned tramways with 
lines; : 

That more use should be made of 
the canel system, and that speéial 
consideration should be given to 
the needs of the farmer for 
marketing his goods quickly and at 
an cconomieal rate. : 

The report is signed by all’ the 
members of the Commision, 
presided over by Sir Arthur

Rationalisation, ~ O 


Long-distance road transport 
vehicles are defined as those which 
travel more than 30 miles from 
their home town.

Motor Taxation, 


An important recommendation is 
foreshadowed with regard to motor 
taxation. . The commission ia satia- 
fied that motorists aro paying their 
fair share towards the £60,000,000 
a year which the ronds of the coun- 
try cost.[t, is understoed, however, 
that it fs critical of the diversion 
of a third of the money to the 
national exchequer, and favours the 
whole of the sum paid by motorists 
going to the relicf of ratepayers 
for the maintenance of the roads. 

On the subject of canuls, the 
commission regards a certain 
number ag still useful and necessary, 
and recommends that they should 
bo amalgamated -and’ put under’ a 
public truat analogous to the Port 
of London Authority. 

In connexion with the co-ordina- 
tion of the means of transport, ‘it 
Is understood that thero will’ be 
published with the report suggés- 
tions by three of the members— 
Sir Robert Donald ‘and the Labour 
representatives, Mr. F. W. Galton 
and Mr. William Leach, M.P. 

They propose the creation of a 
public transport trust on the lines 
of the National Electricity Board. 
This trust would have’ power to 
buy up every description of trans- 
port—railways, omnibyses, tram- 
ways, canals, and so on—~nand 
manage them for the public, paying 
fixed interest on the capital involved
